School Board holds meeting 


Secretary of State Alison 
Lundergan Grimes is re¬ 
minding registered voters 
who wish to vote in another 
party's May 2015 Primary 
Election or be a candidate 
as a member of another po¬ 
litical party in the regularly 
scheduled 2015 elections 
that they must change their 
registration no later than 
December 31, 2014. The 
deadline also applies to 
registered voters who wish 
to attain ballot access in 
the November 2015 General 
Election as an Independent. 

“In 2015, Kentuckians 
will go to the polls to elect 
state Constitutional offi¬ 
cers,” said Grimes, Ken¬ 
tucky's chief election official. 
“The Commonwealth has 
closed primaries, and we 
want to make sure all eli¬ 
gible Kentuckians are quali¬ 
fied to vote in the primary 
election of their choice.” 

To be qualified to vote in 
a partisan primary election, 
a voter must have been a 
member of that party on 
December 31 of the preced¬ 
ing year or a new registrant 
who has not changed his 
or her affiliation. Voters 
who change party affilia¬ 
tion after the deadline will 
not be eligible to vote in 
partisan races in the May 
19, 2015, Primary Election, 
although they may vote in 
nonpartisan races on the 
May Primary ballot. 

Prospective candidates 
in the regularly scheduled 
2015 elections are also af¬ 
fected by the December 31 
deadline. To be qualified as

a party or independent can¬ 
didate in a regular election, 
a candidate's registration 
status generally must be 
established by December 
31 of the year preceding the 
election, per Kentucky law. 

Voters can verify their 
current registration status 
through the State Board of 
Elections’ Voter Information 
Center. To change party 
affiliation, register voters 
must complete a voter reg¬ 
istration card and return it 
to the county clerk in their 
county of residence. Regis¬ 
tration forms are available 
at county clerks’ offices and 
can be downloaded from the 


State Board of Elections' 
website. Qualified military 
and overseas voters can also 
update their registration in¬ 
formation through the new 
online portal. 

Registration cards sub¬ 
mitted by mail must be 
postmarked by December 
31,2014. Registration forms 
submitted in person or elec¬ 
tronically must be received 
by the county clerk by the 
deadline. Individuals who 
prefer to submit their cards 
in person should check with 
their county clerks’ offices 
regarding hours of opera¬ 
tion during the holiday 
season.

Low Road Economy No Path 
to Prosperity in Kentucky

The effort to pass a so- 
called right-to-work law in 
Kentucky has now moved 
to the local level with the 
first such ordinance passed 
in Warren County While 
the proponents of these 
laws claim they are about 
creating jobs, the real goal 
is to cut workers' wages by 
making it harder for them 
to stick together and stand 
up for their interests. 

And in the states that 
have such laws, that's ex¬ 
actly what has happened. 

The evidence is clear 
that workers in states with 
right-to-work laws have 
lower wages and benefits 
than those in states with¬ 
out them. The average full¬ 
time, year-round worker in 
a right-to-work state makes 
$1,500 less per year than a 
similar worker in a state 
that is not right-to-work, 
a study by the Economic 
Policy Institute shows. Jobs 
in right-to-work states are 
also less likely to have em¬ 
ployer-provided health in¬ 
surance and pensions. 

Compensation is lower 
in these states because 
right-to-work laws weaken 
workers' voices by limiting 
their ability to financial¬ 
ly sustain unions. When 
workers have fewer oppor¬ 
tunities to band together, 
they are less likely to end 
up with their fair share. 

And it's not just union 
workers who have lower 
wages and benefits in 
right-to-work states, but 
non-union workers as well. 
That's because non-union

employers must provide 
better wages in states 
where unions are more 
common in order to com¬ 
pete for the workers they 
need. 

Proponents promise 
these laws will open the 
floodgates to new employ¬ 
ment, but states that are 
right-to-work are not more 
effective at growing and 
attracting jobs. In fact, 
seven of the 11 states with 
the highest unemploy¬ 
ment rates are right-to- 
work states, and 12 of the 
15 states with the highest 
poverty rates. After Okla¬ 
homa passed right-to-work 
in 2001, its trend of grow¬ 
ing manufacturing employ¬ 
ment in the decade prior to 
the law was reversed. 

What's driving job cre¬ 
ation in states and locali¬ 
ties is not a race to the 
bottom on wages, but com¬ 
pletely different factors 
including the presence of 
a skilled workforce, a high 
quality of life and a modern 
infrastructure. Also, jobs 
are created when workers 
have money in their pock¬ 
ets to spend because of de¬ 
cent wages, which right-to- 
work inhibits. 

While right-to-work laws 
won’t make businesses 
flock to the state, limiting 
workers' voices will worsen 
the job quality challenges 
so many Kentuckians— 
and Americans—are facing. 
Real workers' wages have 
barely grown for decades 
even as incomes soar at the 
top. Half of all income gains 
since 1979 have gone to the 
richest one percent. That's 
not because of a lack of eco¬ 
nomic growth, but because 
the gains from growth are 
not being shared. 

The plan to create so- 
called right-to-work laws 
is being orchestrated na¬ 
tionally by big corporate 
interests that are spending 
millions to make it happen. 
Leading the charge are or¬ 
ganizations like the Ameri¬ 
can Legislative Exchange 
Council and the Heritage 
Foundation that are fund¬ 
ed by the Koch brothers 
and other billionaire elites. 
When unions are weaker, 
it's easier for them to have 
their way at work sites and 
on a range of public policy 
issues affecting their bot¬ 
tom line. 

These laws are part 
of a plan to create what 
you might call a low road 
economy—one that dis¬ 
tributes wealth up from 
workers and communities 
to wealthy CEOs and Wall 
Street investors. It's a great 
idea for the richest one per¬ 
cent, but a losing one for 
Kentucky families. 

Prosperity doesn't de¬ 
mand that workers silence 
their voices and accept 
lower wages. In fact, a 
high road economy is built 
on the exact opposite: citi¬ 
zens and workers who are 
skilled and engaged, and 
whose earnings are enough 
to boost the whole economy 
when they are spent. 

That's the proven eco¬ 
nomic path we should be 
pursuing.

Mom who refused abortion 
when her water broke at 20 
weeks celebrates her 
healthy son’s 1st birthday

A British mother who 
refused doctors' pressure 
to abort her son after her 
water broke just halfway 
through the pregnancy is 
now celebrating his 1st 
birthday. 

Mhairi Morris had just 
had her 20-week scan - 
which revealed a healthy 
baby boy with no visible 
problems - when her water 
unexpectedly broke, leading 
her doctors to insist that she 
abort, reported the Surrey 
Mirror. 

Morris told the Mirror 
that doctors at East Surrey 
Hospital called her 20-week- 
old baby a “non-viable fe¬ 
tus,” and said he would die 
no matter what. They told 
her that allowing labor to 
progress naturally would 
do nothing to save the baby, 
but could put her at risk of a 
potentially lethal infection. 

“Doctors were very bru¬ 
tal; in no uncertain terms, 
they told us he was non-vi¬ 
able,” Morris told the Mirror. 
“We were just shocked. That 
was how blunt they were, we 
had to get rid of it.” 

But Morris refused, say¬ 
ing there was “no way” she 
would abort her child. “If 
he was still moving and 
his heartbeat was strong, 
who are we to not give him 
a chance?” she said. “We 
would forever think, 'What 
if?'” 

Doctors told Morris that 
the baby would be born 


within 48 hours of her 
water breaking, but they 
were wrong. She lasted 
another three weeks with¬ 
out a single contraction 
before finally going into 
labor. When contractions 
began at 23 weeks, Morris 
and her baby were rushed 
to a better-equipped hos¬ 
pital in Portsmouth, where 
they administered drugs to 
postpone labor. They held 
the contractions at bay for 
another two weeks, at which 
point baby Jett was born, 
tiny, but healthy. 

“It was a very dramatic 
delivery,” Morris told the 
Mirror. “It resulted in me 
having a massive blood loss 
and being rushed into the¬ 
atre for a blood transfusion.” 

Jett, on the other hand, 
handled the delivery like 
a champ. “He was doing 
amazingly, even the doctors 
said that Jett didn't have 
any symptoms of premature 
babies such as respiratory 
problems. He was just tiny. 
He was the size of my hus¬ 
band's hand.” 

Today, Jett is a healthy 
1-year-old boy. Morris says 
the only lasting issues he 
has are two fairly minor 
heart defects that haven’t 
caused any trouble. 

“This whole year has 
gone by so quickly,” Morris 
said of Jett's birthday. “It's 
such a huge milestone. I 
one hundred percent felt we 
needed to give him a chance. 
There was no way we would 
lose him.”

Dear Friends - 

I pray that this letter 
finds you well, warm, and 
enjoying this Christmas 
season with those you love! 
I give thanks for you and 
your partnership in min¬ 
istry. 

Joy and gratitude poured 
out of my heart and all I 
could do was grab her hand 
and hold it. She was a sur¬ 
prise of a friend - something 
I didn’t see coming. I didn’t 
see the bond or the partner¬ 
ship, I didn’t anticipate the 
love I’d feel for her. I ran my 
thumb back and forth over 
her wrinkled skin and I con¬ 
templated the work those 
hands had done over her 
many years. How many? 
Even she doesn’t know. 

We sat there that night 
as special guests of gradu¬ 
ating sixth graders at their 
celebration dinner. As I sat 
there next to her, I gave 
thanks. 

I gave thanks for friend¬ 
ships that surprise you. 

I gave thanks that love 
knows not age. 

I gave thanks for the en¬ 
couragement I had received 
one year ago to start a meal 
ministry to the elderly. 

Over the course of this 
year, we as a team have 
done just that. We have 
cooked soups over my fire 
stove and packed it up to go. 
We have equipped friends, 
some even five years old to 
go and be the hands and feet 
of Christ to those who He 
has invited to His Banquet, 
but maybe their feeble, tired 
feet can’t make the trip. 


So we take the Banquet to 
them. As often as we can, 
we go, we take food, but 
mostly we take the Love and 
the Presence of Christ. 

The joy that I have re¬ 
ceived by equipping and by 
visiting and by minister¬ 
ing through cooking and 
through prayer is beyond 
measure. 

I gave thanks for the 
children who love to go with 
me and for the opportunity 
to see them love their neigh¬ 
bors, their grandparents, 
and even strangers. 

I gave thanks that I could 
be a part of it all. 

I remembered the Christ¬ 
mas party that the Children 
of the Promise had put on 
a for these elderly friends 
one week prior. They wel¬ 
comed them, they served 
them, they helped them, 
they prayed, sang, and per¬ 
formed their worship dance 
all for them. They put on 
their prettiest dresses and 
best behavior and put on 
their compassion and love 
and tears fall as I remember 
the beauty of it all. 

I remember this friend 
on that day, grandmother of 
several of the very children 
who served. I remember 
as she shared with all of us 
present how grateful she 
was for our relationship 
with her granddaughters. 
She has seen her daughters 
suffer the consequences of 
their sins and lead lives in 
the midst of abusive rela¬ 
tionships. She has known 
the pain in which her grand¬ 
daughters have been raised. 
For years, they have cried on 
her shoulders. But now she 
sees hope for them as they 
learn the truth of a Living 
God. She hugged me and 


she wept, she wept before 
all who were present. I held 
her and I didn’t know what 
to say, I just hugged back. 

Now we are sitting, me 
beside her, hands clasped as 
I reflect on her and then on 
the students. Nine gradu¬ 
ating. Nine mothers, one 
in front of each student. I 
count what is missing: one, 
two, three... and on I get to 
nine. Nine absent fathers. 
Several lost in alcohol, one 
dead because of it. I count¬ 
ed what I hate. Two sets 
of mothers who had been 
bedded by the same man. 
Brothers graduating to¬ 
gether from different moth¬ 
ers. Their same father who 
had sprinkled his genes all 
over town. Another holding 
her baby sitting next to the 
father’s wife. I saw another, 
sixteen and graduating from 
sixth grade. His mother 
sat in front of him, baring 
her chest as she nursed her 
youngest. The one she never 
wanted. Not the only one, 
but the seventh she never 
wanted, never could really 
love. My heart twisted for 
them all. It twisted inside of 
me as I saw this young man 
look at his mother with hate. 
It was all wrong, all messed 
up. Even the music that 
night. I smiled, encouraged, 
congratulated. I drank the 
water they served us. The 
water that had made many 
of the children sick months 
prior. Dirty water from a 
stagnant pond. As they 
all swallowed it down, I 
thought of the lies they are 
all also swallowing - lies of 
despair and hopelessness 
whose poison is much more 
potent. Dirty lies in need 
of rain to come. I prayed 


for rain as I drank - rain 
that cleanses and stirs up 
and yields truth. I know it 
is coming. 

I continued to reflect and 
couldn’t get it all out of my 
head. It tumbled and knot¬ 
ted and writhed. I mourned 
and I mourn for the de¬ 
struction and the turmoil 
in which some of my neigh¬ 
bors live. But that night, I 
was given the chance and 
I stood and I said it full of 
conviction and with trem¬ 
bling voice and I type it 
now to you with trembling 
fingers. Because I believe 
it against all odds. I said to 
them then and I say to you 
now: I believe in you. I be¬ 
lieve in us as a community 
and I believe that God can 
transform and restore and 
heal. And I say to you what 
I didn’t say to them: I am 
not here out of pity. I am 
here out of love. I grieve and 
I mourn, but not as those 
who have no hope. I grieve 
and I mourn, but I also dare 
to believe Him who I cannot 
see - believe Him enough 
to give all of my life to this 
end - believe Him who fills 
every thing in every way, 
even these broken hearts 
that surround me. He can 
fill them.

The National Council on 
U.S.-Arab Relations, in coop¬ 
eration with the Embassy of 
Qatar to the United States, 
recently led the delegation 
of university students and 
professors to the State of 
Qatar, an Arab nation in the 
central Gulf region.

that saves you money, offers 
more services, or includes 
more doctors. In fact, 8 in 
10 current Marketplace en- 
rollees can get coverage for 
$100 or less in 2015 after 
tax credits. 

In addition to provid¬ 
ing affordable health in¬ 
surance options for rural 
families, the ACA also 
does things to address the 
underlying challenges to 
staying healthy in rural 
America. Insurance com¬ 
panies are now forbidden 
from denying you coverage 
if you have a pre-existing 
condition and they are re¬ 
quired to cover preventive 
care. That's good news for 
rural Americans who, on 
average, suffer from higher 
rates of chronic conditions 
like diabetes, heart disease, 
and high blood pressure 
than those living in urban 
areas. 

It also expands support 
for the National Health 
Service Corps, which of¬ 
fers scholarships and loan 
repayment to doctors and 
nurses in return for prac¬ 
ticing in rural communi¬ 
ties. More than 3,500 Corps 
members now serve in ru¬ 
ral areas, and an average 
of 86 percent of them will 
remain in their communi¬ 
ties even after completing 
their service. These invest¬ 
ments help keep a steady 
stream of young, motivated 
doctors and nurses in ru¬ 
ral America.

thing because while one in 
five Americans lives in a 
rural community, just ten 
percent of doctors practice 
there.

Make farm record 
keeping a priority

Record keeping may not 
be every farmer’s favorite 
activity, and probably not 
the reason you got into 
farming as a career. With 
time, patience and a com¬ 
mitment to get it done, it can 
make your financial life a lot 
less worrisome. 

Record keeping doesn’t 
have to be stressful. It’s a 
way to discover things about 
your farm that will help you 
make better long-term deci¬ 
sions. You can use a ledger 
book or a computer—what¬ 
ever helps you maintain 
consistency. Software pro¬ 
grams can make your data 
more meaningful. 

Software has become 
more user-friendly over 
time, and while it may not 
make the record keeping 
process fun, it could help 
you see the overall picture 
of your operation. Some 
programs track purchases 
of inputs and how you use 
the input on a particular 
enterprise or field. You’ll be 
able to keep track of repair 
and maintenance records 
for specific farm equipment 
and produce balance sheets, 
income statements and cash 
flow budgets. 

For many livestock opera¬ 
tions, a good time to start 
keeping records is when 
the veterinarian comes to 
check the herd. Vets usually 
charge per head, so that 


data can help you develop 
a list of animals that need 
attention. You can use the 
same data to develop health 
histories of your animals, 
which will lead to more in¬ 
formed exams and diagnosis 
in the future. 

Make record keeping a 
team effort for your family. 
Sit down and work on the 
records and budget together. 
Perhaps one person can 
read the information while 
another person types it 
into the software program 
or writes it in the ledger 
book. Also, if you do a little 
bit each day and don’t save 
it all up for the end of the 
year, you won’t become over¬ 
whelmed. 

If you’ve done the work 
throughout the year, year- 
end procedures can feel 
more satisfying. You can 
generate year-end reports 
with a few simple clicks and 
not have to sort through 
stacks of bills lying around 
the home or office. 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Agriculture, 
Food and Environment’s 
Department of Agricultur¬ 
al Economics has several 
tools online that could help 
with budgeting and decision 
making.

The Circuit Clerk’s Office will be closed on Wednes¬ 
day, December 23 through the weekend.

USDA Food Distribution 

The Cumberland County Fiscal Court will distrib¬ 
ute USDA commodity foods on Wednesday, January 
28 from 8 a.m. until food is gone, in the Recycling 
and Community Center located at 1805 South Main 
Street. Foods can be distributed to those who meet 
USDA household eligibility. A household of 1 - $1,245 
monthly, 2 in household - $1,681 monthly, 3 in 
household- $2,116 monthly, 4 in household - $2,552 
monthly. The amount of your income is no longer 
needed. You will be asked to sign that you fall within 
the guideline. Any person picking up food for someone 
else will need to sign a note containing all informa¬ 
tion to complete the application register. This note is 
to be produced monthly. Person receiving food must 
live within the county the Local Distribution Agency 
is located. Exceptions can only be made if household 
is not considered eligible for the program. As of 
October 29, 2014, food commodity will be limited to 
(1) bag per household or address. You can only pick 
up commodities for (4) additional households, that 
have a different address then your own. Distribu¬ 
tion will be at the Recycling and Community Center, 
1805 South Main Street located beside Living Word 
Ministries Church.

Herod ruled as King of 
Judea from 37 B.C. until 4 B. 
C. when, history says, Jesus 
was born in Bethlehem of 
Judea. Herod ruled at the 
will of the Roman Emperor, 
and he was known as the 
“Roman client king,” and 
“the evil genius of the Ju¬ 
dean nation.” 

An unusual thing hap¬ 
pened during the reign of 
Herod. A group came to 
Jerusalem “from the east” or 
“from the orient.” They are 
sometimes designated as as¬ 


trologers, scholars who were 
studying the stars, magi, 
and wise men. Tradition 
has called members of that 
group kings and even given 
them names. According to 
tradition Melchior was King 
of Persia, Casper was King 
of India, and Balthazar was 
King of Arabia. To this day, 
we sing during the Christ¬ 
mas season, “We three kings 
of Orient are; bearing gifts 
we traverse afar.” 

The arrival of that group 
created a disturbance in 
Jerusalem that was suffi¬ 
cient to get the attention of 
Herod. They asked, “Where 
is the one who has been born 
king of the Jews?” Herod, 
disturbed by that question, 
assembled his wisest au¬ 
thorities and asked “of them 
where the Christ was to be 
born.” Their answer was, “In 
Bethlehem of Judea.” 

When Herod heard that 
answer, he sent the group to 
Bethlehem with instruction 
to “Go and make a careful 
search for the child. As soon 
as you find him, report to 
me, so that I too may go and 


worship him.” 

Lead by the star that had 
guided them to Jerusalem, 
they went on their way until 
that star “stopped over the 
place where the child was.” 
When they came “to the 
house, they saw the child 
with his mother Mary” and 
responded appropriately, 
“They bowed down and 
worshiped him. Then, they 
presented him “gifts of gold, 
incense, and myrrh,” gifts 
appropriate for a king. 

Then, something hap¬ 
pened that changed the 
direction of their lives. Be¬ 
ing warned “not to go back 
to Herod, they returned to 
their country by another 
route.” 

For centuries, countless 
people have experienced a 
life-changing event and that 
gave them a new purpose 
and a new direction after 
encountering the child born 
in Bethlehem of Judea in 
the days of Herod.
